The amount represents 
salaries paid to employees of the 
steel mill in Fontana, Sunnyside 
Coal Mine, and Eagle Mountain 
iron mine.

What 
does this all mean? Is this com- 
mercialism and glamour and page- 
antry and being a part of a great 
mob all there is to Easter. How 
this has grown upon the American 
people in the last two decades un- 
til the real significance has been 
hidden under the debris of cus- 
tom, emotion and commercialism. 
How greatly we are in danger of 
losing Easter, with its tremendous 
meaning, out of the real impera- 
tives of human life? 


Easter—what a word to con- 
jure with. Someone recently sta- 
ted that “it is pitiful to see the 
churches crowded on Easter, and 
near empty on the other Sundays 
of the year.” 

Easter Sunday gives the ans- 
wer. Easter Sunday announces to 
all the world whether the message 
be believed or not: “He died, but 
He is not dead.” The Victim show- 
ed Himself at last the Victor. 
Death struck Him down, and in 
turn He struck down death, and 
death can never strike Him again.

| denial of them, thus taking away 
all of man's hope of the ongoing- 
jness of life. What the skeptic 
| overlooks, however, is that these 
jnarratives rest bact on something | 
about which the disciples are ab- | 
|solutdly certain. In their sewn! 
| minds, they have not the least 
Coubt that their Lord was making | 
| i.imself known to them—the same | 
'Lord from whom they had run 
away when He was arrested in| 
Gethsemane, and wno they knew | 
had died on the Cross. 

In these appearances they had | 
/an explanation of the mystery of 
the empty tomb. Therefore 

Yes, therefore! Thérefore they 
are certain that God is working | 
in the whole wonderful fact of | 
Jesus Christ—in His birth, in His | 
sinless life, in His mighty deeds, 
in His gracious words, in His self- 
forgetting love, and _ incredible 
though it may seem, even in His 


death on the Cross. They are cer- 
tain that God is working in all 
this because it is only by the 


working of God that there is any 
way at all of explaining the one 
great fact in which all the rest | 
comes to its glorious consumma- | 
tion.

lOntario City 
Council Tired 
Of Trucks 


The problem of heavy truck 
traffic on A Street was the sub- 
ject of lengthy discussion at Mon- 
day night’s city council meeting. 
City officials decided that a “get 
tough” policy is the only solution 
until the Ramona Freeway is con- 
structed. 

The noise of diesel trucks, to- 
gether with their high speed, has 
brought storms of protest from 
residents and business owners 
along the street. 


H. J. Kleber, a motel operator, 
acted as spokesman for over 150 
people who signed a petition pro- 
testing the noise which he presen- 
tedthe council. Kleber said that 
98 per cent of all transcontinental 
truck traffic uses A Street. 


City Attorney Henry Busch told 
the council that a concerted and 
intensive polise drive against 
trucks as the only possible way 
to reduce the nuisance. ‘You would 
have to make arrests, hand out 
citations, delay trucks by extend- 
ing checking of equipment, and 
hold up traffic,’ he declared. 

Police Chief Herbert W. Swin- 
ney suggested that two additional 
men be assigned to A Street duty 
exclusively. 

D. W. J. Kelber called for more 
speed enforcement, ‘They pass 
each other like hot rods on a race 
track,” he declared. “I would like 
to see trucks slowed down; it is 
downright murder,” 

Kelber also expressed the opin- 


| give no relief. “We know that 
trucks don’t operate on the Arroyo 
Seco freeway or the Hollywood 
freeway. What assurance do we 
have that it will use the Ramona 
i|freeway when is is built?” he 
; queried. 

Mayor Roy D. Boles then took 
issue with Kelber. “I want to 
point out that anyone was mis- 
informed if they expected a diver- 
sion to Mission. The state will not 
force traffic over grade crossings 
and make right angle turns; so 
that was just out of the question. 
Another route that is feasible has 
not been found. The answer will 
be the freeway at north city limits. 

“They (the trucks) will of 
necessity have to follow the Free- 
way; it will eliminate stops and 
sharp turns. Other cities have al- 
ternate truck routes, but Ontario 
does not. I agree that the trucks 
are noisy, but I don’t know the 
answer to eliminate it. The free- 
way is the only answer.” 

Councilmen E. Miller Dietz and 
|Oregon Smith Voiced the opinion 
that much of the fault lies with 
|faulty equipment especially muf- 
flers, used by the truck operators.

Investigation disclosed that 
Mrs. Hernandez and her three 
children had been livigg at the 
A Street address since last Janu- 
ary 15, when she separated from 
her husban, Jimmy, from whom 


court recently ordered him to pay 
her $75 a month for the children’s 
care, she said, but to date she has 
received only $18.75. 

Police reported that the cabin 
appeared clean and in good order 
and that the other two children 
appeared properly cared for.

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Business Men 
Want Return To 
Gold Standard 


The Conference, of American 
Business Organizations today en- 
dorsed an immediate return to the 
gold standard. Meeting in the Na- 
tion’s Capital, small businessmen 
from all parts of the country 
adopted a resolution saying that 
continued use of paper money, ir- 
redeemable in gold, would eventu- 
ally lead this country into Commu- 
nism, 

The Conference resolution as- 
serted that there was more than 
enough gold in this country to as- 
sure successful return to the gold 
standard with all paper money 
redeemable at $85 an ounce. This 
is the price the Treasury now pays 
for newly mined gold. The resolu- 
tion asserted that foreign coun- 
tries could get gold for dollars 
while Americans could not. 

The resolution was adopted 
unanimously by the Committee on 
Monetary Policy and later adopted 
by the Conference in plenary ses- 
sion. Members of the Committee 
expressed fears that withh an un- 
balanced budget the Government 
might resort to (printing press 
money if it did not return to the 
gold standard. This they said 
would lead to Socialism or Cor- 
munism and ultimately to finan- 
cial chaos, making worthless all 
Savings accounts, insurance poli- 
cies, and government bonds. 


Building Boom 


Better than one-third of all con- 
struction work going on in San 
Bernardino County is in Fontana, 
it was revealed last week by Fon- 
tana building inspector William 
A. Eskew. 

During March, permits were is- 
sued in the Fontana office amount- 
ing to $1,039,080 for the construc- 
tion of new homes. In addition, 
permits for garages amounted to 
$11,221. Commercial building per- 
mits totaled $5000, while permits 
for repair work were $29,461. 

Total permits issued in Ontario 
during March were $447,765, in 
Upland, $356,016.
